these changes? Does anyone know of a source of well accepted upgrades or 
changes to Rangers? I have a very nice example of a late production 


grid-block keyed Ranger and while I do xnotx plan on butchering it with 
questionable mods (as has happened to too many, I think) I assume there 
are some time tested preventive maintenance-type things out there that 
are generally well accepted, no? The only oddity (I "think" it is an 
oddity, anyway) mine has is its VFO stability. While it will eventually 
"come right" if left on for hours, my CW note sounds like a bomb 
dropping prior to a xlongx bake-in and will sometimes even hop frequency 
a little, in one fell swoop, until "kinda" settling down after several 
hours. Those tolerant hams who have worked me around 7050 kHz can attest 
to my "supple" VFO. Is this typical of the Ranger's 122-based VFO? 


Thanks in advance for any perspective anyone can share on my questions.

took until many years after the war. 


Speaking of patents: one of the first patents on spread spectrum 
communications (which was held in the patent office) granted to H. L. Markey. 
It was for radio control of torpedos in a manner that would prevent 
interception and alteration of the remote guidance. 

The older members of this group will remember the patentee under her stage 
name: Hedy Lamarr!

10, 1941 and issued August 11, 1942. The patentees are: Hedy Kiesler Markey 
and George Antheil. The title is "Secret Communications System". The first 
paragraph reads: 


"This invention relates broadly to secret communication systems involving the 
use of carrier waves of different frequencies, and is especially useful in the 
remote control of dirigible craft, such as torpedoes."

A thoroughly delightful gentleman I worked with at Eastman Chemical was the 
late Jim Henry. In his early career at the Apparatus Division at Kodak (x) 
in Rochester, NY, he designed a number of proximity fuses for the military. 
He then was transferred to Oak Ridge to work on the magnetic separations 
process. [Remember Oak Ridge's original contractor was Eastman Kodak. Kodak 
loaned the government the silver to wind the coils for these units.] After 
the war, he remained in Tennessee and worked in the R&D area of Kodak's 
Tennessee Eastman Division. Jim was known for designing deceptively simple 
circuits to do rather complicated jobs. 


Jim had more patents than the rest of our division combined, and he 
continued to be issued patents on WWII work - even after he retired in the 
mid-1980's. Most of his patents were classified by the war effort and were 
held by the patent office. Many were eventually declassified and issued. 

I found it interesting that some of the vacuum tube proximity fuse circuits 
were only declassified forty or more years later than they were developed.

Yes, Yes, and Yes. 

The -50 strips are curved and easy to tell from the -60 types. 

Both will work, but you should try to stay with one kind or the other. 
They don't match well when mixed. 


For the -60 there were at least 15 different strips available. 
Drop me a private note if your interested, I make nice reproductions 
of all 15.

The "Huff and Puff" stabilizer was covered in one of RSGB's publication: 
"Amateur Radio Techniques" by Pat Hawker, G3VA, pages 174-175 of the 

7th Edition (Circa 1980). I had long thought of using it. 

Eddystone limited, used a very similar scheme in a couple of receivers they 
build back in the late 70's. Don't remember the Eddystone type numbers, but 
the Marconi Company private branded them "Atlantic" and "Pacific". They 

were solid state compact marine sets covering LF thru 30 Mhz HF. 

I even did a school in Chelmsford, Essex England in 1978 on both those sets. 
The main thrust of the classes was of course, the stabilization circuitry. 

It worked quite well, and was rock stable until the oscillator finally drifted 
out of the range of the locking circuit. I didn't actually see this fault until 
I encountered it on very old and raggedy sets that had been onboard ships 


for some time, and the bandswitches/mechanical stability had deteriorated. 


This may be exactly what the HX-50 people indeed need!
